BRITAIN IS THE COLONIAL POWER, BUT BRITAIN HAS NOT GOT THE 
WILL OR ABILITY TO HELP THE ORGANIZATION OF AFRICAN UNITY SOLVE 
THE PROBLEM ....WE HAVE A LOT OF CONFIDENCE IN THE CARTER 
ADMINISTRATION.... NOW WE ARE ENGAGED IN ARMED STRUGGLE. U.S. 
INTERVENTION OF A PEACEFUL KIND SHOULD BE AIMED AT AVOIDING 
UNNECESSARY BLOODSHED. UNQUOTE. STORY ALSO SAYS QUOTE YOUNG

SEIZURE OF AUSTRIA, WHICH WAS RIVEN BY INTERNAL DISORDER, AND 
GERMAN AND ITALIAN INTERVENTION IN THE SPANISH CIVIL WAR AGAINST 
THE REPUBLIC....IF AGOSTINHO NETO'S MOSCOW-BACKED ANGOLAN

FALSE. ALAS, PROBABLY 95 PERCENT OF THE WORLD'S POPULATION IS 
RACISTS, WITH 800 MILLION CHINESE LEADING THE PARADE. WHAT 
THE AMBASSADOR UNDOUBTEDLY MEANT TO SAY WAS THAT TWO-THIRDS OF 
THE WORLD'S POPULATION ABHORS WHITE RACISM. PROBABLY HE IS 
RIGHT, BUT, AND THIS IS THE ESSENTIAL POINT, THE AMBASSADOR 
OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA TO THE UNITED NATIONS SHOULD 
HAVE NO FAVORITE BRANDS OF RACISM. UNQUOTE
